Harrisbiro, Fob. 21.— William F. 
Shnnk of this city, who had main charge 
of the survey of the proposed interconti- 
nental railwiqr to connect the three 
Ametlcaa, haa practloally rompletad the 
report of his operationa, which will aoon 
be aubmitted to the oommiaaion which 
employed liim, with financial aid from 
each OS the aaaociated republica in pi-o- 
portion to their population. 

Mr. Shunk aays that leaving ont the 
incidental and alternative work, the 
length of thi road neoeasary to connect 
New York with Bnenoa Avres apiiears 
to \)e 4,1100 ndles, which length could 
possibly be re«luced to 4,000 miles before 
the beginning of coa-itmction. The cost 
of grading, masonry and bridges would 
approximate (80,000 i)er mile. The cost 
per mile complete and read^ for servict-, 
inclnsive of a single track, siding.-i, build- 
ings, machmery. roUing stock and sun- 
dries, may be i^et down at 5?.5O,0(K), or 
1200,1)00, (K)0 for thr wlioU; wurk.

15y the 
time he had tnnicd in an alarm they had 
spread t i the si'Cond floor, aiid were fcd- 
iug on the paints and oils stored there, 

AN ASY LUM ABLAZE. 

Haadrodsof iMatios Boatovod Without 
Vom or uro. 

RocHRSTKR, Feb. 21.— WhUe Night 
Watchman Wendell Smith was making 
his riiunds at the Rochester state hos- 
pital he discoveredlflauies issuing from tl;o 
laundry of the institution, locatwl in tlie 
central pmtion of the big building m 
which the unfortunates of the state 
are confined. 

The tioines spread rapidly owing to 
lack of water, and the building Wi^s de- 
stroyed. From the mom< nt when the 
first cry of tire was given the inmates of 
the buildin.g were in a state of excite- 
ment. Their ahouta and criea for aid 
were pitiful. 

The officials of the institution decided 
that the safety of the inmates demauderl 
their removal, which was accomplished 
without loe^ of life. The burned build- 
ing waa a 4-8tory brick atructure 100 by 
70 feet in dimemioaa, and waa built 13 
years ago. Dr. Howard, warden of tlie 
hurtitntion, aaid ttiat the kMi would 
amount to 9130,000. 

CHURCH DESTROYED. 

Nothlaic but the Wailii StuiiiOiiK of m Oiiri' 
M.inilfloKiit Ktriii'tiirr. 

RocKF(MU), Ills., Feb. 21, - The Second 
Congregational church, the handsomest 
edifice in point of architecture and etjuip- 
ment in Ulinoia, aceoted and dedicated 
two yean ago, at a coat of over $100,000, 
waa completely gutted by fire yaaterday 
afternoon, only the walla and tower, lU 
feet high, being left standing. The fire 
originaud in tM fumaceroom. The losa 
wiU exceed f78.000, with |40,000inau> 
anoe. 

A handsome new |I8.<*)00 pipe organ 
was Dumed with the rest of theeiahoratit 
furnishings, notliing being saved. The 
entire cost of the construction of the 
church was raised before its dedication 
in May, 1892, the oongrM[ation including 
the wealthiest people m tne dtj. It will 
probably be rebuilt. 

Parole I<*w Tlolnted. 

CoLuiiBva, O.. Feb. 31.— It has just 
leaked out at tne atate prison that the 
prison managers violated tho law in pa- 
roling Louis Vanderburg, the Daytou 
diamond robber, for he waa given his 
liberty before be had aerved the mini 
mum term preaoribed by law. Jolm T, 
Norria induced them to do it, and he 
took him into hia office at SpringUeld aa 
a clerk. Norrii wanted to nee him in 
his ease againat ex-Chief of Police Free- 
man, but Vanderburg violated his pa- 
role and skipped to no one knows whi re, 
in leas then a month. Norxis had kept 
the fact concealed thus far. 

"Jus Cure Law" Kiioclcrd Out. 

Lajisimo, Mich., Feb, 21.— The an- 
preine court has knocked out what is 
known as the Michigan "jag cure law" 
of laws. The law authorized justlcea, in 
their discretion, to sentence disorderlies, 
to take the cure for thq liquor haUt. 
The court aaya the law In eSect permits 
unutKcial peraooa to preaoribe rulea ac- 
quitting piBrsous charged with crime 
and they may be variable, aa corpora- 
tions are numerous, and it ia not in the 
province of legialation to delegate to pri- 
vate oorporanona power to make laws 
for the discharge of offenders.

Anubls Camp, Cal,, Feb. 81.— Four 
Anatrian miners have been arrested, 
auapeoted with haWug placed giant 
power under the Magud l>otir(linghou8e. 
Suspicion rests mainly upon Antono 
Bocovicb, Magud's brother-in-law.

\V \sniNaTO.\, Feb. 21 . .Inst ice White, 
the new member of the United States 
supreme court, will be awom in on 
March 5 next, that being the first day of 
the spring term. He will at once be 
called upon to take part in the consider- 
ation of more important litigation than 
haa greeted a new Jnatice in many 
years. 

For many weeks the court haa been 
anxiously awaiting a full bench and in 
tiie mtantimt imiKirtant cases have lieen 
fixed for hearing at such time as the new 
itistice ahonld take his place on the 
bench. Tlieae casea were finally set for 
March Q, in the hope that a nomination 
and confirmation might be made by that 
time. 

The records of the supreme court show 
that the accession of Justice White to 
the bench leaves New York state with- 
out a representative in the court for the 
first time since 1M(>(5, tho only esci pi on 
since tho eourt wa.s established. The 
e.\act succession from New\i)rk is as 
follows: ,101111 .lav, chief justice, 17H9 
ITii.'i; Brockholst I.ivingsto'ne, isir.-182a;

about the hands and face. Ryan's black- 
smith shop ia a large place of ita Idnd, 
and yeateruav afternoon, just before the 
horse kicked over the pan of gasoline, 
the shop was well filled with customers. 

A large bay horse waa being shod, 
when it suddenly became frightened autl 
unruly and began to kick. One ^ his 
hind feet atmcK a big. can of oil and 
part of ita oontenta were thrown upon a 
fire nearby. An ezploaion followei^ aud 
immediately there waa chaos in Ryan's 
shop. All the men broke for the front 
door, and about 20 horaee in the place 
began to rear and kick in all directions. 
The shop t<X)k fire, but the flamee were 
soon extinguished. Every man in the 
place waa bnmed. Frank Bour waa 
burned fatally. None of the othen will 
die.

BUILDING ASSOCIATIVIS.

Attorney General Says Thif 
Mntt Pay T«XM--T]itlr 
S»lT»tioa. 



The buibbng associations over the ^tate 
have become unnecessarily alarmed over 
tlie substitute for Senate bill No. 74, 
which has passed the Senate by unani- 
mous vote and is now in the House, says 
a special from Frankfort. Thfcsubstitute 
was drawn by Senator Elllston, who is a 
warm friend of the associations and who 
urge ! its passage for the purpose of de- 
livering them of the embarrassment and 
iinoertainty hanging ovwr them in the 
platter of taxation. 

The Bt'LLBTiN referred to the matter a 
days ago. " The substitute," says 
Mflintor Elliston, "provides that the 
shares of the building associations are to 
be assessed as other personal property, 
and listed by owners as they would list 
their deposits in a savings bank, as these 
khares are purely of the nature of a de- 
bosit in buik,b«ingsabJ«ot to withdrawal 
or the control of the owner in the same 

piannci as deposits in bank. It pro- 
jvides that the borrowers shall not list 
itbeir shares if the amonnt borrowed 
iequal or exceed the amount paid in, for 
the obvious reason that the amount thus 
paid in from week to week becomes a 
credit upon the indebtedness of the asso- 
ciation. Tlie associations are required 
to list for taxation only such surplus 
funds and undivided profits as they may 
have on hand the loth of September of 
every year. 

" The necessity of this law arises from 
the follffwing ofidal dedaion of the At- 
torney General:

"If the Attorney General, is correct" 
cotit.inues Senator Elliston, "in his inter- 
pretation of the law, then every associa- 
tion would have to list with the Assessor 
the aggregate amount paid in by all the 
stockholders on the 15th of Septemlier of 
every year, thus depriving hundreds of 
poor familes in this State of the benefit 
of $250 exemption, which the law excepts 
to them, and wonld compel the borrow- 
ing members also to pay upon credits to 
the association. Such an interpretation 
of the law, if sustained by the courts, 
would drive every building association in 
the State into liqoldation or bankruptcy. 
The substitute, lujwever, instead ofbein^ 
a hardsiiip upon these very commenda- 
ble institutions, with the decision of the> 
Attorney General hanging over them, is 
their onlv salvation."

Clerk Maxwell's electro magnetic the- 
ory of li^'it r' ''('iv«Ml stiiliiii^' cimfiriiin 
tion sevi'ti or {■\iiht years ago wheu Ilein 
xioh Et i t/ {>• rforined a number of ex 
periments in which electrical waves were 
made to imitate the condact of light 
waves in several partioQlan. This gifted 
Investigator, now connected with the 
University <if Bonn, concentrated the 
rays to a fot us with a parabolic mirror. 
Refraction as well as reflection was ac- 
comDlished. Electricity, proceeding in 
■taraigbt lines, was diverted f romittoonrse 
hf m pritm of pitch. The phmoaima of 
Interference and polarisatiop were also 
reproduced. 

It is now announced that a photograph 
has been taken by using electricity in- 
stead of light, and if this story is true 
then additional evidence will have been 
afforded to the kinahip of these two 
forces or forma of force, Herts, it will 
be observed, only stowed that the elec 
rrical radiance conformed to mechanical 
laws whicli arc known to control life 
but photography introduces the clement 
of chemical action, so that this later 
achievement, if it proves to be all that it 
seems, Is one of the most remMrkable 
revelations of onr day. 

Professor Fernando Sanford, who 
claims to liave attained this wonderful 
result and who gives some account of it 
to the San Francisco Examiner, occupies 
the chair of physics in Leland Stanford, 
Jr.. tmiversity and is one of the young- 
est members of the faculty of that Inati* 
tution. As the story appears oirer hia 
own signature, and lie intimates that he 
has repeated the experiment several 
times, there is little room fordonbt an to 
the genuineness of the occurrence de- 
scribed. Professor Sanford obtained his 
piotnre in the dark without eren m lens 
in the following manner: 

It is well kn<iwn that when i',v : tt vat 
rods connected with the sides of :hv ^^.at- 
tery or placed in tlie secondary circuit 
of an induction coil are brought close 
enough together a spark will fly from 
one to the other. If to each rod, a short 
distance from the knobs in which they 
terminate, a copper wire be attached and 
the two wires be led off to suitable metal 
plates placed facing e;ich other, but not 
quite touching, an electrical oscillation 
will occur between the plates whenever 
there is a discharge between the knobs. 
Now, Professor Sanford substitnted a 
coin, the object U> be plioto^cniiihed, for 
one of the plates of such a pair, and laid 
it face downward ujxjn a thin sheet of 
mica, which in turn rested on the sensi> 
tive gelatin film of a gUss photographic 
plate. 

Tinfoil was arranged on the other side 

of the glass and took the place of the 
other metal plate of the pair. This com- 
bination was now placed l)^tween two 
boards and left in the dark for an hour, 
during which time a series of sparks 
were flyhig from one knob to the other 
of the discharger across an fatten^ of 
one-sixteenth of an inch. Upon devel- 
oping his sensitive plate Professor San- 
ford had an image of his coin— that is, 
of the portions in relief on that side 
which was in contact with the mica. 
The Examiner prints a copy of the 
ture, a positiTe, whiohshows the Libnty 
head, date, inscription "E Plnribus 
Unum," circle of stars and raised edge 
in white (Hi a dark background. 

Professor Sanford does not enter into 
a discus.>-i()n of the theories involved, but 
he mentions that the tinfoil was not onbr 
of the same size as the ooin (a sUver ddU 
lar), but placed directly opposite. Ap- 
parently electro magnetic waves flowed 
from tho coin to the tiiifnil, but jtrefer- 
iug the shortest route radiated mainly 
or exclusively from the raised part of 
the dollar. Tliey seem to have proceeded 
in straight lines too; otherwise the chem- 
ical action on the film would not have 
been confined so accurately to regions 
directly (jpposite the pattern. 

RiLc'iit here it should bo noted that 
]|. 1 • .■ .ii c.ivered in hia experiments that 
the induced magnetic radiance excited 
in the manner described, and now o^ed 
"Hertsian waves" in honor of that now 
famous physicist, had this remarkable 
trait not possessed by a primary elec- 
trical current: Ciood "conductors," like 
copper or other metals, I h i nj,' interposed 
would stop them, but they would go 
right through wood and other so called 
"insulators." Hence in Professor San- 
ford's experiment the mica and glass 
werx' evidently no baniers to the pjissage 
of the particular kind of electricity pro- 
duced. 

Although it does not at first appear 
clearly what practical applications of 
this discovery cm be made, it is not im- 
probable that uses will be found for it. 

The indirect consecjnence.s are sure to be 
valuable as well as interesting. — New 
York Tribone.
